The better Collection of Fines, Penalties, Issues, 
and forfeited Recognizances in Ireland. 

W HEREAS it is expedient to make better Provision for the P 
Collection ofFines, Penalties, Issues, and forfeited Recogni- 
zances at certain Courts of Justice in Ireland : Be it there- ^ 
fore declared and enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by ^ 
5 and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, 
and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the Autho- 
rity of the same, That the proper Officer to make Entries and render V 
Accounts of Fines or other Sums under the Provisions of this Act f 
shall be the Clerk of the Crown at Assizes, the Clerk of the Rules e 
10 in the Superior Courts of Law in Dublin, the Clerk of the Peace at * 
Quarter Sessions, the Chief Clerk or such other Clerk as shall be j 
deputed by the Justices for that Purpose at each Divisional Police 
Office of Dublin Metropolis, and the Person at any other Court 
whose Duty it shall be to attend and make Entries of the Proceedings ; 
15 and the Provisions herein-after contained shall severally apply to such 
respective Officers or their legally authorized Deputies, if any, as 
fully as if the more particular Designation of each of such Officers 
or Deputies was repeated in each Provision : Provided always, that

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nothing in this Act contained shall extend to Fines or forfeited 
Recognizances imposed or ordered to be estreated at Petty Sessions 
or by any Justice out of Quarter Sessions. 

II. And be it enacted, That whenever any Fine, Penalty, or 
Amerciament shall be imposed, or any Issue shall be directed to be 5 
levied, or any Recognizance shall be ordered to be estreated by any 
such Court, the said Officer of such Court shall forthwith enter the 
same in a Book to be by him kept for the Purpose, in the Form (A.) 
in the Schedule to this Act annexed. 

III. And be it enacted, That in every Case where a Fine shall be 10 
imposed on any Person for Nonattendance as a Juror the said Officer 

of the Court shall, within Fourteen Days after the End of the Term, 
Assizes, Quarter Sessions, or Sittings of any Court at which such 
Fine shall have been imposed, send a Notice by Post to such Person, 
addressed to his usual Place of Residence, informing him of the 15 
Imposition of such Fine, and that if not paid within Thirty Days 
from the Date of such Notice a Warrant will be issued for the Levy 
of the same. 

IV. And be it enacted, That the said Officer shall receive and 
account for all the said Fines or Sums whether paid in Court or at 20 
any Time before the Issue of a Warrant for the-Levy of the same, or 
which shall be received or levied under any W arrant aiid be paid 
over to him as kerein-after provided, and shall, at the Time of 
Payment, deliver to the Person by whom the same shall be paid a 
Receipt for the same, in the Form (H.) in the' Schedule -of this Act 25 
annexed. 

V. And be it enacted, That the said Officer shall enter in the said 
Book a true Account of all Warrants issued and of all Fines or other 
Sums so received by him, and shall, out of such Monies, pay to the 
several Parties such Portion of the same as may have been awarded 30 
to them by the Court, and which shall be claimed by them either in 
Court or at the public Office of the said Officer, taking from each of 
such Parties a Receipt for the same, in the Form (G.) in the Sche- 

• dule to this Act annexed, and shall render Accounts of all such 
Receipts arid' Payments, and pay over such Balances as may be in his 35 
Hands, -at such Time and in such Forms and with such Vouchers as 
shall be from Time to Time required by the Chief or Under Secretary 
to the Lord Lieutenant. 

VI. And be it -enacted, .That to every such Account shall be 
annexed a Declaration in Writing under the Hand of the said Officer, 40

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to be made before a Justice, affirming the Truth and Accuracy of Entries and 
such Account ; and every such Officer who shall make any such A ^cersof 
Declaration, knowing the said Account to be false in any Particular, Courts. 
and being thereof convicted, shall be liable to the Penalties of wilful 
5 and corrupt Perjury. 

VII. And be it enacted, That if Default shall at any Time be Penalty on 
made by any such Officer in paying over any Balance on such 
Accounts at such Times as the said Chief or Under Secretary shall accounting 
direct, it shall be lawful for the said Chief or Under Secretary to gj^ncesf 

10 certify such Default to any Two Justices of the County, who shall 
thereupon issue the proper Warrant for the Levy of such Balance 
as shall have been so certified to be due by such Officer, by Distress 
and Sale of his Goods and Chattels. 

VIII. And be it enacted, That in every Case in which a Fine Mode of ac- 
15 shall not be imposed by any Court of Justice, but by some public officer^not 

Officer or Person legally authorized in that Behalf, such Officer being Offi- 
or Person shall make such Entries and render such . Accounts 
same, and shall pay over such Fine or Balance of Fines according Justice, 
to Law, in such Manner and at such Times as the said Chief or 
20 Under Secretary shall from Time to Time direct and require ; and 
if Default shall at any Time be made by any such Officer or Person . 
in so paying over any such Balance, it shall be lawful for the said 
Chief or Under Secretary to certify such Default to any Two 
Justices of the County, who shall thereupon issue the proper War- 
25 rant for the Levy of such Balance as shall have been so certified to 
be due by him by Distress and Sale of his Goods and Chattels. 

IX. And be it enacted, That it shall not be lawful for any Person Penalty ou 
other than the said Officers herein-before mentioned respectively, ^ the'pro- 
or their lawfully authorized Deputies, if any, except the Person to per Officers 

30 whom any Warrant shall be delivered for Execution, or the Keeper Deputfesfo* 1 
of any Gaol or Bridewell to which the Defendant shall be com- receiving 
mitted, as the Case may be, to receive any such Fine or Penalty Fines ’ &c " 
as aforesaid, or the Amount of any forfeited Recognizance ordered 
to be levied, or any Part of the same; and if any other Officer 
35 or Person than the several Officers or Persons herein-before men- 
tioned respectively shall take or receive any such Fine or Sum, 
or any Part of same, from the Person by whom the same shall be 
ordered to be paid, he shall, on Conviction thereof before any Two 
Justices of the County sitting in Petty Sessions, forfeit and pay 
40 for every such Offence any Sum not exceeding Ten Pounds, and 
One Third of such Penalty shall be payable to the Informer or 
Prosecutor, if the said Justices shall think fit.
